NOTES OF GENERAL INTEREST 


House document 1491, 62d Congress, 3d session, is entitled Laws of the 
United States relating to the improvement of rivers and harbors from Aug. 
11, 1790, to Mar. 4, 1913; in three volumes, volume 3. Because the compilation 
of vol. 38 was completed first it was first published. Volumes 1 and 2 will be 
published in due season. Two volumes of a compilation under the same title 
were published in 1907 as a War Department document and also as.a Congres- 
sional document (House document 425, 58th Congress, 3d session). These 
volumes are, however, considered obsolete and will not form any part of the 
new compilation, which will be reconstructed from the beginning. 

The same act which authorized the compilation of river and harbor laws 
authorized also the printing of a general index to the Annual reports of the 
Engineer Department, U. S. A. Of such a work 3 volumes were issued in 
1902-08, but these also it is said are not to be considered, and an entirely new 
index is to be published. 

The same act authorized also the publication of a statistical compilation 
of the preliminary examinations and surveys of rivers and harbors, appro- 
priations for such works, etc. A similar compilation was published in 1903 
as House document 421, 57th Congress, 2d session, but the new document will 
cover the whole field in this direction as though no previous publication: had 
been made. All of these three new sets of Engineer publications it is said 
are well advanced toward publication. They have been sent to the Public 
Printer and some proofs are already out. 

The idea of the Commerce Department in limiting the free distribution of 
the Daily consular and trade reports, it states, is “in order to permit the 
indefinite development of the circulation of the Reports without constantly in- 
creasing the cost to the Government.” It adds, in its “Announcement” in 
the Daily for March 3d, that “ the commercial interests of the country have in 
many ways expressed approval of plans to place the distribution of such 
public documents on the basis of subscription and sale.” This has been done 
in the case in hand by authorizing the Superintendent of Documents to create a 
subscription list for the Daily consular and trade reports at $2.50 a year in 
this country and $5.00 to residents of those countries to which postage must 
be prepaid. The Chamber of Commerce of the United States of America, repre- 
senting over five hundred commercial organizations in every part of the United 
States, recently formally approved this action. The Superintendent of Docu- 
ments now maintains about fifty subscription lists for various Government 
periodicals. A printed list of the titles and prices of these will be sent free 
on request. 

Workmen’s compensation laws of the United States and foreign countries, 
compiled by the Commissioner of Labor Statistics, is a very comprehensive 
publication on a subject of live popular interest. It includes the laws of the 
several States as well as of the United States, and also those of all the foreign 
countries which have enacted such laws. Its official designation is 63d Con- 
gress, 2d session, Senate document 336. Price, in paper covers, 35 cents. 
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The salmon is still the king of fishes, but it is no longer the food of aristoc- 
racy and nobility alone. American enterprise has brought the king to the 
tables of all the people, and it tastes just as good and is just as wholesome to 
the average family as it ever was to exclusive sets. ‘Some idea of the magni- 
tude of the Alaska salmon fishing industry may be gained from the statement 
given in Economic circular 11 of the Fisheries Bureau that the pack of 1918, ° 
equivalent to 387,000,000 1-pound cans, consumed more than 100,000,000 fishes 
weighing from three pounds to twenty-five pounds each. The same circular 
estimates that 124 cents invested in canned salmon will produce bone, muscle, 
blood, and brain-building material and body fuel equal to that produced by 36 
cents invested in eggs, 38 cents in beefsteak, 32 cents in mutton, 213 cents in 
chicken, or 18} cents in pork ham. The chief importance of Economic circular 
11, however, is due to the fifty tested recipes which it contains for preparing 
fifty appetizing dishes out of canned salmon. As a contribution to the effort 
to reduce the cost ‘of living it certainly has merit. Price of the circular, 5 
cents. 

Compulsory school attendance is the subject of Education Bureau Bulletin 2, 
series of 1914. From it we learn that more than four-fifths of the States and 
Nations accounted civilized and progressive have school attendance laws, yet 
half a dozen States of the American Univn are still without them. The bulle- 
tin is an effective document in behalf of more attendance laws and more enforce- 
ment of existing laws of the kind. Price, 15 cents. 

In the course of establishing a subscription list for that standard tech- 
nological periodical, the Bulletin of the Bureau of Standards, the Superin- 
tendent of Documents has issued an advertising circular which embodies a 
description of the contents of the 9 volumes heretofore issued. It appears from 
this statement that the 9 volumes have contained 203 scientific papers, of which 
99 have been upon electrical subjects, 17 on photometry, 28 on heat measure- 
ments, 39 on optics, 4 on weights and measures, and 15 in chemistry. These 
papers report the results of extensive researches made by the scientists con- 
nected with the Standards Bureau. The back numbers as well as the forth- 
coming numbers can be supplied. 

Agriculture Department Bulletin 13, just issued, is a contribution from the 
Forest Service, having for subject White pine under forest management. Few 
need to be told what a bountiful supply of this very useful and versatile wood 
this country has had, nor with what prodigality it has been used, until now it 
approaches exhaustion. There must, however, be many to whom this state- 
ment of the bulletin will be unfamiliar: “Of all the trees of eastern North 
America white pine best combines the qualities of utility, rapid growth, heavy 
yield, and ease of management.” Beside historical matter, the chief stress of 
the bulletin is upon management which will not only tend to the preservation 
of existing stands of pine trees but also to the production of others from seed. 
It is a very thoroughgoing consideration of the whole subject. Copies from the 
Superintendent of Documents, 15 cents. 

The current edition of the Land Office Manual of surveying instructions was 
first issued in 1902 and is now in part out of harmony with the present prac- 
tice of the Office. A revised edition is in course of preparation and it is con- 
fidently promised that it will be published before the close of the present year. 
This Manual is a standard work and in great demand. A revised edition will 
be welcomed by all who are interested in surveying. 

Senate document 440, 68d Congress, 2d session, is a collection of addresses 
made at the Southern Commercial Congress in Mobile last October. It in- 
cludes, of course, the very notable address by President Wilson with which 
the Congress was opened. This is perhaps the most remarkable of all the 
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very remarkable series of public utterances with which the President has 
illuminated the official literature of the country during his first year in office. 
In it he predicts that the Panama Canal will so deflect the great tides of 
energy and enterprise from the east and west channels north of the equator 
which they have so long followed, to the southward, as to shift the world’s 
commercial center of gravity. Document 440 includes also a letter from Sec- 
retary Bryan and addresses by the diplomatic representatives of Costa Rica, 
Bolivia, Peru, Panama, and Brazil. 

The Education Bureau’s Monthly record of current educational publications 
for March, 1914, is on sale by the Superintendent of Documents at 5 cents. 
Its 28 pages of titles of new educational publications not only cover the Ameri- 
ean field but also make inroads on the European. 

Last month the first number of the Service and regulatory announcements 
of the Animal Industry Bureau was noted. Since then three more bureaus 
of the Agriculture Department have started their series. The newcomers are 
the Chemistry Bureau, the Insecticide and Fungicide Board, and the Federal 
Horticultural Board. The four named will probably make regular monthly 
issues of their Announcements. Other Agriculture bureaus will publish simi- 
lar Announcements, but perhaps not so frequently. The monthly Announce- 
ments bring together in one convenient pamphlet the different notices, orders, 
ete., which have been hitherto published in separate sheets. 

The Civil Service Commission has ascertained that the examination of 4th 
class postmasters, for the purpose of ascertaining their fitness for office, costs 
about $2.00 per post office. This seems cheap enough—but there are a good 
many 4th class post offices. 

The 1913 Report of the Commission of Fine Arts (68d Congress, 2d session, 
House document 461) shows that the Commission is not a merely ornamental 
branch of the Government. During the year it considered and disposed of 56 
projects that were officially submitted to it. The Commission’s Report is 
handsomely illustrated with views of the Memorial fountain in McMillan Park 
(the filtration plant) ; the Millet and Butt fountain (south of the White House 
grounds) ; design for the Lincoln memorial; tablet made from the wreck of 
the Maine; and of the medal presented to Capt. Rostron of the Carpathia. 

Part 38, Personal or short-term credit, completing the report of the United 
States commission to investigate in European countries cooperation and credit 
in farming communities, has been published as Senate document 380, pt. 3, 63d 
Congress, 2d session. It is a document of 32 pages, embodying important con- 
clusions and recommendations, notably one for the creation of national rural 
banks with capital less than $25,000, that sum being now the minimum limit. 

The 19th annual Document index, listing the documents and committee re- 
ports of the 62d Congress, 3d session, Dec. 2, 1912—Mar. 4, 1913, is one of this 
month’s publications. The similar index for the 63d Congress, 1st session, is 
in type and will soon be published as no. 20 in the series. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has out a new edition of the Act to 
regulate commerce (Sherman act), revised to Jan. 1, 1914. In the same pam- 
phlet are included the district court jurisdiction act, the compulsory testimony 
act, the immunity of witnesses act, the Elkins act, the expediting act, the Gov- 
ernment-aided railroad and telegraph act, the Lake Erie and Ohio River Ship 
Canal act, and the parcel post act. From the Superintendent of Documents, 
10 cents. 

List of references on Federal control of commerce and corporations, special 
aspects and applications, is the title of a new bibliography of more than 100 
pages from the Library of Congress. Price 15 cents. 
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A most interesting and valuable contribution to one of the subjects now upper- 
most in the popular mind is Education Bureau Bulletin 4, series of 1914, The 
school and the start in life, a study of the relation between school and employ- 
ment in England, Scotland, and Germany. Price 15 cents. 

Another Education Bureau Bulletin, relating more directly to agricultural 
education, is no. 5, series of 1914, entitled The folk high schools of Denmark. 
The author, L. L. Friend, says in his introduction that “the founders of these 
schools and those who developed them have broken completely away from 
ancient historical traditions, and having faithfully interpreted the educational 
needs of their people have sought to meet them in the most direct and practical 
way possible.” 

Though dated July, 1913, Public health bulletin 62 was not published till 
March, 1914. It is an exhaustive treatise of 699 pages entitled Communicable 
diseases, an analysis of the laws and regulations for the control thereof in force 
in the United States. The authors say in their introduction ‘ Theoretically 
speaking, all communicable diseases are preventable. An epidemic is but a 
chain of infection. If we except the few diseases common to the lower animals, 
it takes a sick person to make a well person sick. Could we make absolutely 
impossible direct or indirect communication between the sick and the well, the 
infecting chain could not be established and communicable diseases would be 
prevented.” Sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 50 cents. 

The feelings of numerous persons who have asked for the Trade directory 
of South America and couldn’t get it because it had not yet been printed are 
now relieved, the book having been printed and delivered to those who had 
filed advance orders. The Foreign and Domestic Commerce Bureau, by which 
the Directory has been carefully prepared, announces that it is “for the promo- 
tion of American export trade,” and that it will be a valuable aid in that 
direction is evident. From statements made in the Introduction it appears 
that the trade of the United States with the South American nations has been 
making a good growth without waiting for the opening of the Panama Canal. 
In 1893 exports to South America were valued at $34,000,000; in 1903, at 
$46,000,000; in 1918, at $145,000,000. Of course the Canal will raise these 
figures rapidly. The price of the new Directory is $1.00. 

Bulletin Z, the final lettered bulletin of the Weather Bureau, has been re- 
ceived. Its title is: The floods of 1913 in the rivers of the Ohio and lower 
Mississippi valleys. It is a finely-illustrated quarto, sold by the Superintendent 
of Documents at 40 cents. Both the numbered and lettered series of Bulletins 
and Circulars of the Weather Bureau have now been concluded and discon- 
tinued. The contributions from the Bureau will hereafter take the same course 
as the contributions from the other bureaus of the Agriculture Department and 
be printed as bulletins of the Department instead of the Bureau. 

A new Senate document, no. 456, is a compilation containing reprints of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, the Senate proceedings on 
the treaty of 1900, the treaty of 1901, the ratification of the treaty of 1901, a 
statement by Secretary Hay, the Hay-Herran treaty with Colombia, and the 
Hay-Bunau-Varilla treaty with Panama. 

The Librarian of Congress is asking an appropriation of $30,000 for the 
establishment at the Panama-Pacific Exposition at San Francisco next year 
of a branch office under the joint direction of the Commissioner of Patents and 
the Register of Copyrights, the object being to protect, by registration and cer- 
tification, the owners of patented and copyrighted exhibits at the Exposition’ 
from having their exhibits copied and duplicated unlawfully. Such a branch 
office is provided for by section 2 of public act 14 of the 68d Congress. 
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The Republic of Panama announces a national exposition commemorative of 
the discovery of the South Sea by Balboa. The Exposition is to open Nov. 3, 
1914, and close Apr. 30, 1915. This Government is invited to contribute, and 
President Wilson recommends an appropriation of $100,000 to enable it to do so 
(63d Congress, 2d session, House document 840). 

It appears by House report 416, 68d Congress, 2d session, that a third Hague 
Conference is due next year, the interval between conferences being understood | 
to be eight years and the first and second Conferences having been held in 1899 
and 1907, respectively. Some of the signatory powers have indicated a wish to 
postpone the Conference, but the United States Government favors its being 
held. 

Senate document 214 of the current Congress, which the Superintendent of 
Documents is selling at $1.25, has now a second part, which is a bibliography of 
the publications collected and consulted by the American Commission and the 
United States Commission in their investigation of agricultural cooperation and 
rural credits in Europe. 15 cents. 


A MAGAZINE OF MANY NUMBERS 


The Experiment station record, a most useful and popular periodical, has 
for a long time been issuing eighteen numbers a year, divided into two volumes, 
each volume containing six monthly numbers, two special or “ abstract” num- 
bers, and an index number. Now it has raised the number to twenty. 

The size of numbers is limited by law to one hundred pages. When the 
Record was a monthly it found it impossible within the compass of twelve such 
numbers to discharge its function of presenting abstracts of the entire world’s 
agricultural literature. Accordingly some years ago it began issuing extra 
numbers. When these became regular quarterly issues, making, with the 
index numbers, eighteen in the year, the yearly volume was divided into two 
semi-yearly volumes and the price was made $1.00 for each half-yearly volume 
instead of the $1.50 before charged for the one yearly volume. 

Recently, it was found necessary, in order fully to cover the magazine’s world- 
wide field, to issue a special number every two months instead of every three 
months. This plan has now been made permanent, so that the regular issues 
of the Experiment station record now number twenty in the year. 

But there has not been any increase in the subscription price. 


APPRECIATIONS 


The Monthly catalogue is not the only magazine that appreciates and praises 
public documents. The March number of the Library journal prints a three- 
page letter from Mr. W. R. Reinick on “ Public documents as a commercial 
factor,” the last paragraph of which reads thus: 

“To-day, the library which had the foresight to collect documents when they 
were (as they still are by some) looked upon as ‘junk’ and were easily obtain- 
able, can now see the difficulty which the libraries (and especially some of 
the special libraries) are having, sometimes paying quite large sums to complete 
their sets, and often failing, can look with pride upon its own collections, com- 
plete sets obtained with little money and now ready to be made of value to the 
commercial world, a value which will further increase with the growth of com- 
merce with South America when the Panama Canal is completed.” 

The Documents Office is familiar with these belated applications for numbers 
to fill up broken sets. Many sets that were intact a few years ago are now 


broken. 
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The following is a sample of many like expressions from buyers of public 
documents: “I want to thank you for the bulletins received. I appreciate 
them, as they are right to the point and one does not have to read 400 or 500 
pages to get the meat.” 


AN IMPORTANT MUSICAL WORK 


Catalogue of opera librettos printed before 1800; prepared by Oscar George 
Theodore Sonneck, chief of the Division of Music, Library of Congress. Volume 
1, Title catalogue. 

This is the title of volume 1 of a work of great interest to students of musical 
history. The title of Volume 2 is the same, except that instead of the words 
“Title catalogue,’ the words “Author list, composer list, and aria index” 
form the subtitle. The two volumes fill 1674 royal octavo pages.

WHY A FOOD AND DRUGS ACT IS NEEDED 


One instance going to show the need of the food and drugs act, which is an 
act prohibiting the sale of alleged remedies under misleading claims and labels, 
is given in Circular 78 from the Office of the Solicitor of the Agriculture 
Department. 

It is the case of an alleged “lithia water” offered as a remedy for a variety 
of serious ailments. The chief part of the circular is the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Columbia in the case brought by the United 
States to condemn a consignment of this alleged lithia water on the ground 
that the bottles were misbranded in violation of the law of June 30, 1906. 

The Court cites the Government analysis of the alleged lithia water, the 
accuracy of which was not questioned by the defendant. This analysis showed 
that there was about one grain of lithium in 10,000 gallons of the alleged 
lithia water. As the avernge dose of this remedy as a uric acid solvent is 
from five to seven and one-half grains three times a day, the Court found that 
for a person to obtain a therapeutic dose of lithium by drinking this alleged 
lithia water he would have to drink from 150,000 to 225,000 gallons a day. It 
was also shown by uncontradicted evidence that Potomac River water contains 
five times as much lithium per gallon as the alleged lithia water. There is 
more condemnatory matter in the Court’s opinion but it can not be quoted 
here. 

Of course, the sale of such an alleged remedy is a fraudulent transaction, 
and demonstrates beyond question the need for such a law as the food and 
drugs act. 


THE MARCH PRICE LISTS 


The March crop of new price lists included a sixth edition of no. 44, Plant 
life. This is a large list, containing more than 1,500 titles and filling 64 pages. 
It covers a wide range, giving references to everything now available in the 
public documents of the United States relating to cereal crops, forage, fruits, 
medicinal plants, root crops, and in fact all-sorts of plant life except that 
which comes under the heading Forestry, for which there is a separate list. 

In March came also a second edition of no. 54, formerly called Political 
economy, but now more appropriately named Miscellaneous, because of the 
great variety of its contents. It carries lists on many subjects of much im- 
portance but not having a sufficiently large number of publications to require 
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separate lists. Among these subjects are the publications of the Census Bu- 
reau, those on Chinese exclusion and city statistics, documents relating to 
the District of Columbia, publications of the Economy and Efficiency Commis- 
sion, direct election of Senators, immigration, report of the Immigration Com- 
mission, initiative, referendum, and recall, juvenile courts, legislative reference 
bureaus, liquor question, trusts, water power, white slave traffic, woman 
suffrage, and many other subjects of living popular interest. This also is a 
large list of 62 pages and fully 1,500 titles. 

March brought also a new edition, the fifth, of Price list 38, Animal industry. 
This is made up of United States public documents relating to various phases 
of animal husbandry, including the poultry and dairy industries. There are 
so many of these that this mere list of their titles fills 56 large pages and 
numbers over 1100. This is four pages more than were in the fourth edition, 
which was published in August, 1913. Yet many titles which were in the 
fourth edition have been sold out and have been dropped from the fifth edition. 
There are, however, aiways more new publications coming in than there are 
old publications being sold out, so that the price lists constantly grow larger 
and probably will continue to do so indefinitely. When they become too bulky 
for convenient and economical use it is necessary to divide them and issue 
two smaller ones in place of each overlarge one. This has already been done 
in several cases. 

The fourth price list to drop in during ‘March is a supplement or list of Addi- 
tions to Price list 16, Tth edition. This Price list 16 is the one absolutely essen- 
tial and indispensable list in the whole set. It includes the Farmers’ bulletins, 
the separate prints of the articles in the Yearbooks of agriculture, the complete 
Yearbooks and annual reports, and other publications of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment for which there is an incessant and insatiable demand. The Documents 
Office simply couldn’t keep house a day without Price list 16. Now it has so 
happened that the work and correspondence of the Office, which always shows 
an increase, has in the last few months increased more rapidly than ever before, 
and more rapidly than it has been found possible to make adequate provision 
for. To state it plainly and truthfully, the Office is simply overwhelmed with 
its work. The daily count of its correspondence is beginning to be made by 
thousands of letters instead of by hundreds. An increase of correspondence 
means an increased draft on the stock of price lists, for a large percentage of 
the letter-writers ask for price lists, and a large percentage of those who ask 
call for no. 16. Also we send price lists to many who do not directly ask for 
them but whose letters indicate that they need them and will make good use of 
them. The upshot of the matter is, that Price list 16 ran out of stock sooner 
than had been expected and sooner than it was practicable to provide a com- 
plete new edition. Something, however, had to be done, and done quickly. 
What was done was this. From the electrotype plates, which fortunately had 
been preserved, a few thousands more of the old list—not so very old, either, for 
the first print of it was made in June, 1913—were printed, to tide over till a 
complete new list could be compiled, and the old list was also freshened up by 
printing a list of Additions to be sent out with it. This supplementary list of 
nine pages of titles of new documents relating to agriculture which have been 
issued since June, 1913 (about 225 of them in all), is more important than lists 
of Additions usually are, because of the extensive changes which the Agricul- 
ture Department has made in the form of its publications. In this list of Addi- 
tions the new series which have been created in the Agriculture Department 
since last June are all shown, and the numbers issued in each series are noted 
with their titles and prices. It is the first appearance of these important 
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new publications in the price lists. The first announcement of the discontinu- 
ance of many familiar series of long standing is also made in this list of Addi- 
tions, which will hereafter be included in all sendings of Price list 16, 7th 
edition. 

The fifth price list published during March is a third edition of no. 36, Gov- 
ernment periodicals. The Superintendent of Documents now maintains sub- 
scription lists for more than fifty periodicals, five of which are daily issues, one 
triweekly, six weekly, eighteen monthly, eight quarterly, and four issued at 
irregular intervals. Besides these forty-two, subscriptions are accepted for the 
forty-four separate monthly sections of Climatological data and for the sixty-five 
separate issues of the daily Weather map. The new list of periodicals carries 
numerous explanatory notes, giving the reader an idea of the character of the 
contents of each periodical.
